1.  There  are  no  lots  which  front  onto  the  street  to  be  vacated. 

2.  The  block  length  between  Adams  and  Fruehoff  Streets,  if  Lowell  Street  was 
vacated,  would  be  940  feet  long  which  is  still  well  within  the  maximum  block 
length  required  under  the  proposed  Subdivision  Ordinance. 

3.  The  street  to  be  vacated  terminates  at  Oxford  Street  on  the  south  with  Mc- 
millan  Park  immediately  south  of  Oxford  Street  and  is  unimproved  north  of 
Ormsby  Street.  As  such,  the  street  has  no  useful  purpose  for  the  movement 
of  traffic  and  if  it  ever  was  improved,  would  mean  an  additional  900  feet  of 
street  to  be  maintained  by  the  city  without  a functional  purpose. 

4.  Oxford  Street  is  classified  as  a major  thoroughfare  under  the  Thoroughfare 
Plan  and  as  such,  would  be  capable  of  handling  more  traffic  if  the  intersec-
